- EGISLATION to 
& the re-organisation of road 
and rail transport on an 
entirely basis seems likely to 
be passed in the.near future. Con-

No Tea Ration for

Fund Provides 
100,000 Meals 


More than thirty feeding centres 
for ill-nourished children have been 
established all over the city of 
Dublin under the Marrowbone Lane 
Samaritan Fund. Since many of the 
hospitals refer to the meals as part 
of the treatment, the charity atmos- 
phere has -been eliminated, and the 
scheme has more applicants than can 
be coped with. Up to the present 
some 100,000 meals have been given 
at Bewley’s, the numbers attending 
being about 200 per day during the 
“winter, months, and rather less in the 
summer, when ‘the need is not so 
The majority of the children 
‘receiving these dinners have been 
referred by the Mmoners .of the 
hospitals themselves, many primarily 
suffering from. malnutrition rather 
than ocáid states, although a 
fairly ‘large number have been 
specially referred by doctors . for 
particular conditions. 

In future simple cases of malnutri- 
tion will be referred to other feeding 
centres, and the facilities at the dis- 
posal of the Committee will be used 
to create an ‘invalid children’s 
kitehen, to which sick children re- 

uiring a special diet may be “sent.

FFICIALS of the Pigs and 
Bacon Commission yesterday 
raided a number of Dublin 

hotels and restaurants and seized 

lerge quantities of illegally cured 
bacon.

It is understood that the Commis- 
sion’s objection to illegally cured 
bacon is based on health grounds, 
since it is not subjected to veterinary 
inspection, and the pigs might be 
diseased. A certain proportion of 
pigs in bacon factories is normally 
condemned as unfit for use. . 

Bacon eeized by the Commission 
is subjected to a thorough veterinary 
inspection before being branded and 
re-sold through the normal channels. 

During the last fow days repeated 
raids have been made on Dublin 
hotels and restaurants, and already 
a considerable quantity of bacon has 
been seized. 

As far back as August 27th the 
‘Irish Times discl that some 
Dublin hotels had plentiful supplies 
of bacon, while the ordinary 
Dubliner had to go without. It was 
stated that the shops reserved large 
supplies for hotels, and a hotel pro- 
prietor denied the allegations. 


CURERS’ CLAIMS 


The Irish Bacon Curers’ Associa- 
tion, in a letter, denies that curers 


facts are :— 

“The serious shortage of pigs is 
due primarily to the shortage of 
feeding-stuffs. This difficulty cannot 
be overcome merely by increasing 
the price of pigs. The present price, 
as can be seen from the published 
market reports, ranges from 165s. 
to 190s. per cwt. dead weight, say 
an average of 175s. per cwt. As it 
takes one and one-third cwts. of 
pork to make one cwt, of bacon, the 
cost of pork per cwt. of bacon is 
233s. 4d. The fact is that a curer 
starts with a loss when he buys his 
pork. Adding to this price of pork, 
wages, manufacturing costs and 
overhead expenses, which amount to 
26s. per cwt. (after allowing for the 
value of offals), gives a total cost 
to the curer of 259s. 4d. per cwt. 
of bacon. The curers’ selling price 
is fixed at 200s. per cwt., and it 
does not require a very profound 
knowledge of arithmetic to dis- 
cover that the curers are foreed to 
sell at a loss of 59s. 4d, per cwt. 
instead of the handsome, but 
mythical, profit of £3, or even £1, 
per pig as visualised by a prominent 
pork trader.’’ 

It is stated also that the present 
high cost of manufacture is due to 
the fact that killings are now less 
than seven per cent. of the pre-war 
figure, while, on the other hand, 
wages and materials have increased 
substantially and overhead expenses 
remain the same on this greatly re- 
duced output. “ In September, 1943,' 
the total killings were 8,100, or, in 
terms of bacon supplies, approxi- 
mately one-third of a lb. monthly

In any 
event the whole German line from 
the Dnieper bend to the Azov shore 
is doomed, it is stated. 

The Soviet communiqué, repeating 
the announcement ‘of Zaporozhe’s 
capture, stated: “Thus the enemy 
bridgehead at Zaporozhe on the left 
bank. of the river Dnieper has been 
liquidated. In the Melitopol direc- 
tion our troops are engaged in stub- 
born street battles in the’ town of 
Melitopol,; where the Germans are 
‘suffering enormous losses in man- 
ower and equipment. The railway 
ine linking Melitopol with. the 
Crimea has been cut at two places. 
Melitopol has thus been isolated 
from the Crimea.’’ 

According to the communiqué, 
bridgeheads on the Dnieper were im- 
proved and enlarged and all counter- 
attacks repulsed, while the advance 
continued north and south of Gomel. 


VAST BATTLES 


The summer offensive has now 
become merged into vast autumn 
battles, the first of their kind since 
the Soviet-German war began, 
according to Reuter’s Special Cor- 
respondent in Moscow, who says 
that Melitopol, important railway 
town astride one of the main routes 
from the Crimea, is being cleared 
street by street in house-to-house 
fighting. 

Further north, in White Russia, 
Soviet troops are fighting among tha 
flames, and ruins of the biggest 
buildings in Gomel. 

According to the latest Jzvestia 
despatch, beal Popov's troops 
now hold the city in a semi-circular 


vice. 

The battle of the Dnieper bridge- 
heads is at its height. The Russians, 
Reuter's correspondent, states, are 
bringing troops across the river at 
a greater daily rate than before 
and over wide stretches, with tho 
result that the Germans cannot 
estimate on which sector of the 
bridgeheads to concentrate their 
own reinforcements. 

From Kiev the latest news is that 
the Germans are sending in fresh 
divisions to delay the Russian ad- 
vance long enough to evacuate the

Navan Urban Council at a special 
meeting on Wednesday approved of 
the town-planning scheme, submitted 
by Mr. F. Gibney, their town- 
planning consultant, as the basis of 
a scheme for submission to the 
Minister.

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Youth and Politics 


Senator Michael Hayes, who for 
many years presided over the pro- 
ceedings of Dail Eireann, has 
drawn attention to a somewhat 
disturbing development in our 
‘political affairs. Twenty years 
ago the Dail was distinguished by 
the youthfulness of its member- 
ship. To-day, according to the 
senator, the average age of our 
recently e:ected deputies is some- 
where about three score of years. 
What is the significance of so 
rapid « rise in the average ago 
of our legislators? Does it mean 
that our conservatively minded 
electors now attach particular 
importance to experience in the 
field of politics? Can it be that 
a ‘majority of voters feel them- 
selves constrained to square the 
account for past political services 
by returning those who took 
special risks twenty or twenty-iive 
years ago? .‘ossibly, does not the 
main explanation lie in the fact 
that disillusionised youth has 
ceased to take a lively interest in 
the science and art of government ? 
Has the younger’ generation 
turned its thoughts to other 
interests and pursuits, in despair 
of its ability to mould public 
opinion into new lines of thought 
and activity? While all these 
factors, doubtless, have con- 
tributed to the development which 
Senator Hayes deplores, there are 
other influences which cannot be 
excluded from review. There is 
the broad fact that new fields of 
intellectual interest and activity— 
unknown in the youthful days of 
the majority of our present 
legislators—tend to divert the 
thoughts and energies of younger 
citizens from’ serious studies of 
economic and social science. There

volumes.’’ The loss is not merely 
one which can be measured “in | 
terms of finance; it is not simply 
that a book ig borrowed, is not 
returned, and must be replaced. 
Any bookslover knows that there 
are in his collection volumes 
which no money ever could re- 
place. There are the books—not 
of any great value, very often— 
which have long gone out of print, 
and will never be re-issued ; there 
are the volumes distinguished from 
the editions in the popular series 
merely by the inferiority of the 
print and the superb quality~ of 
the binding; there are the hun- 
dreds of books of which new copies 
might be" bought for a few shil- 
lings, but which are endeared to 
their owner by his own thumb- 
prints, his own dog’s-ears, his 
own markings—all that individual 
spoor which recalls to him that 
here, between these very covers, 
he first met a great work. Steal- 
ing a man’s book is almost as 
heinous a crime as poisoning his 
dog. Yet it is regarded, among 
otherwise upright citizens, as 
nothing more than an amiable 
peccadillo. The feeling is that, if 
& man cannot remember to whom 
he lent his books, and take steps 
to recover them, then he does not 
deserve to have them back at all. 
Friendships have foundered upon 
this rock. Indeed, there is good 
reason: & man lends his most 
dearly loved books to his friends 
from a pure and generous desire 
to bring to them the pleasure 


well.

rigid—as Ministers tend to become 
ever more dependent on their 
departmental advisers, and as 
legislative authority continues to 
pass from the hands of elected 
representatives to those of 
bureaucratic institutions. Ground 
between the upper millstone of 
party loyalty and the nether mill- 
stone of the complicated adminis- 
trative machin’, the “rank end 
file’? member of a representativo 
assembly finds his effective rights 
confined mainly-tc the tabling of 
parliamentary questions and the 
gaining of access to the ears 
of Ministerial or departmental 
chiefs. 

Among the most regrettable 
results of these denigrations of 
parliamentary prestige, three, at 


least, can be distinguished clearly. : 


Politicians, as a body, have fallen 
seriously in public’ esteem. 
Deserted by citizens nf goodwill 
and repute, the field of “ politics ”' 


} has tended to become the happy 


hunting ground of adventurers, 
and of those who are specially 
concerned with the promotion of 
class or commercial interests. 
Thence has come the inevitable 
consequence that members of the 
younger generation, from whose 
ranks our future legislators must 
be recruited, either have de- 
veloped an attitude of complete 
cynicism or indifference towards 
public affairs, or have been driven 
to seek other channels through 
which to influence the course of 
community life. Sorely puzzled 
by the involutions and convolu- 
tions of modern politics, dis- 
illusionised by much that he has 
seen, and impatient of results, the 
youth is tempted to have resort to 
the kind: of short-cut which 
always ends in frustration, and 
often in grievous harm. Failing to 
realise that competence to deal 
with the organisation of public 
life now calls for patient and 
balanced studies of social and 
economic phenomena, the young 
man in a hurry is wont to lose 
himself either in a wilderness of 
speculative thought or to see 
national salvation in some par- 
ticular social nostrum. Such wide 
fields of research do not, of course, 
exclude the need for specialised 
studies. Much of the value of 
democratic assemblies lies in the 
fact that they provide oppor- 
tunities for the interchange of 
points of view between those who 
are specially competent to discuss 
some technical aspect of com- 
munity life. The legislative 
assembly, indeed, may be regarded 
properly as the human mill to 
which the medical mam and the 
architect, the financial expert and 
the farmer, the artisan and the 
lawyer, and other specialists con- 
tribute their quotas of ‘‘ grist” 
to be mixed and ground together 
into some common mélange of 
social achievement. What, of 
course, really matters is not the 
quantity, but the quality, of the 
grist which is brought to the mill. 
Whether the poor quality of recent 
supplies has been due to advanc- 
ing “age and _ ccnsequential 
obsolescence of ideas, on to other 
causes, may .be open to doubt. 
There, however, can be no doubt 
that the standard of the mill’s 
output in years to come will

Casualty Lists 


Casualty lists of shipping are 
common enough at the present time; 
but few of them are as comprehen- 
sive as the list of ' French Ships 
Lost, Taken or Destroyed, since 
the Commencement of the War,” 
which I find in 7 Ae Gentleman'a 
and Citizen’s Almanack for the year 
1799. 

The list, which contains from 250 
to 300 ships, gives the name, the 
number of guns, and the fate of 
each one. learn that Triomphant, 
of 84 guns, was “burnt, in the Grand 
Arsenal at Toulon, December 18, 
1793, by the Vulcan, F, 8. Captain 
Hare”; Scipion, of 80 guns, 
“foundered in a Gale of Wind, 
January’’; Melpomene, of 44 guns, 
was “taken in the Harbour of 
Calvi, in the Island of Corsica, 
August 10.” 

The same almanack gives a list 
of the Peers of [Ireland, who, 
apparently, numbered fully two 
hundred; and for good measure it 
throws in the valuable information 
that ““a setdown within the Public 
Lights” will cost, in a coach, 
ls. 1d.; in a noddy, ninepence; and 
in a sedan chair, sixpence halfpenny. 


OBITUARY 
REV. S. P. MITCHELL 


The Rev. Samuel Paton Mitchell, 
M.A., Rector of St. Nicholas’s, 
Lisburn road, Belfast, who died on 
Wednesday night at his home in 
Osborne Park, graduated at Trinity 
College, Dublin.

From what, position this island has 
been raised through the stimulus 
given by Miss Browne’‘s efforts may 
be seen from the report of a meeting 
of the Wexford County Council held 
in July, 1929, stating that ‘‘ Senator 
Kathleen A. Browne (under date 
July 27) wrote that people had been 
going to her complaining about. the 
scandalous treatment of the birds 
on the Great Saltee Island by pic- 
nic parties. On Sunday, 14th July, 
she was informed that there” were 
seven parties on the island, and 
birds were left dying, with broken 
wings and legs, all over the place. 
She suggested that the Council 
should put the (then existing) Bird 
Protection Act into force.”’ 


Sanctuary 


It was on this decided that the 
Council should consider what steps 
should be taken better to safeguard 
the island’s life; and it is to the 
continuous interest taken by it in 
this matter (especially after the 
passing of the Irish Act of 1930, of 
which Senator Miss Browne was a 
main supporter) that the island is 
indebted for the sanctuary status 
now established. 

As an agriculturist, the late Miss 
Browne always showéd herself a 
skilful upholder of the view that 
farmers derive more benefit from 
the services of birds than they can 
suffer damage from the voracity of 
the less helpful kinds. 

(Mr. Moffat himself, of course, as 


the Secretary of the Irish Society
